vear [ per cent. legal tender notes, amounting to
$8,636,000, and oan also redeem about $50 000,000
of the compound interest notes, which will leave
about $100,000,000 of the compound interes:
notes that ean be converted into 520 bonds, and
nlso the 7-30 notes as they mature, under the act
of the 8d of March last, The Controller is also of
the opinion that the common legal-tender notes
ehould net be reduced unless an equal amount
of guch reduction should he authorized as an
increase of the amonot of the bank circulation,
us recommended in his report.
